restrictions  relative  to  irish  potatoes 

The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for 
the  defense  of  the  United  States  will  re- 
sult in  a  shortage  in  the  supply  of  Irish 
potatoes  for  defense,  for  private  ac- 
count, and  for  export;  and  the  following 
order  is  deemed  necessary  and  appro- 
priate in  the  public  interest  and  to  pro- 
mote the  national  defense: 

§  1405.48  Restrictions  with  regard  to 
Irish  potatoes — (a)  Definitions.  (1) 
"Person"  means  any  individual,  partner- 
ship, association,  business  trust,  cor- 
poration, or  any  organized  group  of  per- 
sons, whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(2)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration. 

(3)  "Irish  potatoes"  means  any  and 
all  varieties  of  the  edible  tuber  of  the 
species  Solanum  tuberosum. 

(4)  "Government  agency"  means  (i) 
the  War  Food  Administration  (includ- 
ing, but  not  limited  to,  any  corporate 
agency  thereof) ;  (ii)  the  Army,  Navy, 
Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  of  the 
United  States  (excluding,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  order,  United  States  Army 
post  exchanges,  sales  commissaries, 
United  States  Navy  ships'  service  de- 
partments, United  States  Marine  Corps 
post  exchanges,  and  similar  organiza- 
tions); (hi)  the  War  Shipping  Admin- 
istration; and  (iv)  any  other  agency  or 
instrumentality  of  the  United  States,  or 
any  other  person,  designated  by  the  Di- 
rector. 

(b)  Restrictions  with  regard  to  Irish 
potatoes.  (1)  No  person  shall  ship  Irish 
potatoes  from  any  area  included  in  the 
territorial  scope  of  this  order,  specified 
pursuant  to  paragraph  (c)  hereof,  until 
he  has  applied  to  the  Director  for  and 
he  has  received  from  the  Director  a 
permit  to  ship  the  particular  lot  of  po- 
tatoes. 

(2)  A  permit  to  ship  Irish  potatoes  may 
be  issued  by  the  Director  in  the  event 
(i)  the  particular  applicant  offers  to 
sell  to  any  Government  agency  the  en- 
tire quantity  of  Irish  potatoes  for  which 
a  permit  is  sought;  (ii)  such  offer  to 
sell  to  any  Government  agency  is  at  a 
price  no  higher  than  the  maximum  ceil- 
ing prices  specified  by  the  Office  of  Price 
Administration  applicable  to  such  Irish 
potatoes;  (iii)  the  lot  of  Irish  potatoes 
so  offered  for  sale  to  any  Government 
agency  is  satisfactory  to  the  Director 
with  respect  to  grade  or  quality  and  size; 

(iv)  the  applicant  furnishes  an  inspec- 
tion certificate  issued  by  the  Federal- 
State  Inspection  Service  or  any  other 
inspection  service  approved  by  the  Di- 
rector showing  the  grade  or  quality  and 
size  of  the  particular  lot  of  potatoes;  and 

(v)  such  lot  of  Irish  potatoes  is  packed 
in  a  manner  and  in  types  and  sizes  of 
containers  satisfactory  to  the  Director. 


(3)  If  any  of  the  Government  agen- 
cies accepts  such  offer,  the  Director  shall 
issue  a  permit  to  ship  such  potatoes  as 
directed  by  such  Government  agency. 

(4)  If  no  Government  agency  accepts 
such  offer,  the  Director  may,  if  he  deems 
that  it  will  tend  to  effectuate  the  pur- 
poses of  this  order,  issue  permits  for  the 
shipment  of  Irish  potatoes  to  any  per- 
son designated  by  a  Government  agency 
as  having  a  contract  to  furnish  either 
processed  potatoes  or  food  products  con- 
taining potatoes  to  a  Government  agency 
and  requiring  such  potatoes  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  contract,  and  willing 
to  purchase  such  potatoes  on  the  terms 
offered  to  Government  agencies. 

(5)  If  no  Government  agency  accepts 
the  offer  made  in  accordance  with  para- 
graph (2)  hereof  and  no  person  is  des- 
ignated in  accordance  with  paragraph 
(4)  hereof,  the  Director  may,  if  he  deems 
it  will  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this 
order,  issue  permits  for  the  shipment  of 
Irish  potatoes  to  any  other  person. 

(6)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of 
this  order,  the  Director  may,  if  he  deems 
that  it  will  tend  to  effectuate  the  pur- 
poses of  this  order,  issue  a  permit  to 
ship,  for  planting  only,  any  lot  of  Cer- 
tified or  War  Approved  seed  Irish  pota- 
toes, as  certified  by  the  official  seed  po- 
tato certification  agency  of  the  State 
from  which  the  respective  lot  is  desired 
to  be  shipped.  The  Director  may  issue 
an  order  specifying  the  evidence  neces- 
sary to  be  submitted,  prior  to  the  issu- 
ance of  any  such  permit,  with  respect  to 
whether  any  particular  lot  claimed  to  be 
of  this  nature  is  (i)  composed  of  Certified 
or  War  Approved  seed  Irish  potatoes,  as 
aforesaid,  and  (ii)  is  to  be  used  solely 
for  planting  purposes. 

(7)  The  restrictions  hereof  shall  be 
observed  (by  each  person  shipping  or  de- 
siring to  ship  Irish  potatoes)  without  re- 
gard to  the  rights  of  creditors,  existing 
contracts,  payments  made,  or  to  deliv- 
eries of  Irish  potatoes  made  prior  to  the 
effective  date  hereof.  This  order  shall 
not,  however,  be  construed  as  reducing 
the  quantity  of  Irish  potatoes  which  any 
person  is  required  to  offer  or  deliver  un- 
der any  existing  contract  with  any  Gov- 
ernment agency. 

(c)  Territorial  scope.  This  order  is 
applicable  to  shipments  of  Irish  potatoes 
from  any  State,  or  portion  thereof,  speci- 
fied by  the  Director  in  orders  issued  by 
him,  from  time  to  time. 

(d)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stocks  of 
Irish  potatoes  of  any  person,  and  to  make 
such  investigations,  as  may  be  necessary 
or  appropriate,  in  the  Director's  discre- 
tion, to  the  enforcement  or  administra- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(e)  Records  and  reports.  The  Direc- 
tor shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such  infor- 


mation from,  and  require  such  reports 
and  the  keeping  of  such  records  by,  any 
person,  as  may  be  necessary  or  appro- 
priate, in  the  Director's  discretion,  to  the 
enforcement  or  administration  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order. 

(f)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  oj:  unreason- 
able hardship  on  him  may  file  a  petition 
for  relief  with  the  order  administrator. 
Such  petition  shall  be  addressed  to  Order 
Administrator,  War  Food  Order  No.  120, 
Fruit  and  Vegetable  Branch,  Office  of 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration, 
Washington  25,  D.  C.  Petitions  for  such 
relief  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  set 
forth  all  pertinent  facts  and  the  nature 
of  the  relief  sought.  The  order  admin- 
istrator may  take  any  action  with  ref- 
erence to  such  petition  which  is  con- 
sistent with  the  authority  delegated  to 
him  by  the  Director.  If  the  petitioner 
is  dissatisfied  with  the  action  taken  by 
the  order  administrator  on  the  petition, 
he  shall  obtain,  by  requesting  the  order 
administrator  therefor,  a  review  of  such 
action  by  the  Director.  The  Director 
may,  after  said  review,  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate,  and  such  ac- 
tion shall  be  final.  The  provisions  of  this 
paragraph  (f )  shall  not  be  construed  to 
deprive  the  Director  of  authority  to  con- 
sider originally  any  petition  for  relief 
from  hardship  submitted  in  accordance 
herewith.  The  Director  may  consider 
any  such  petition  and  take  such  action 
with  reference  thereto  that  he  deems 
appropriate,  and  such  action  shall  be 
final. 

(g)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order,  may, 
in  accordance  with  the  applicable  pro- 
cedure, be  prohibited  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  Irish 
potatoes.  In  addition,  any  person  who 
wilfully  violates  any  provision  of  this 
order  is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  may  be 
prosecuted  under  any  and  all  applicable 
laws.  Further,  civil  action  may  be  in- 
stituted to  enforce  any  liability  or  duty 
created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  violation  of, 
any  provision  of  this  order. 

(h)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  pow- 
ers vested  in  the  War  Food  Administra- 
tor, insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the 
administration  of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Direc- 
tor is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the  author- 
ity vested  in  him  by  this  order;  and  one 
such  employee  shall  be  designated  by 
the  Director  to  serve  as  order  admin- 
istrator, and  another  such  employee  shall 
be  designated  by  the  Director  to  serve 
as  alternate  order  administrator,  and 
such  other  employees  as  may  be  neces- 
sary shall  be  designated  by  the  Director 
to  serve  as  deputy  order  administrators. 
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(i)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
required  to  be  filed  hereunder,  and  all 
communications  concerning  this  order 
shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  herein 
or  in  instructions  issued  by  the  Director, 
be  addressed  to  the  Order  Administrator, 
War  Food  Order  No.  120,  Fruit  and 
Vegetable  Branch,  Office  of  Distribution, 
War  Food  Administration,  Washington 
25,  D.  C. 

(j)  Provisions  of  certain  orders  not 
applicable.  The  provisions  of  War  Food 
Order  No.  73,  as  revised  and  amended 
(9  F.  R.  10036)  and  of  War  Food  Order 
No.  74,  as  amended  on  July  14,  1944  (9 
F.  R.  8002)  do  not  apply  to  Irish  pota- 
toes. 

(k)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t., 
December  11,  1944. 

Note:  Specific  reporting  and  record-keep- 
ing requirements  issued  by  the  Director  pur- 
suant to  this  order  will  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in 
accordance  with  the  Federal  Reports  Act  of 
1942.

<b)  Specifications  relative  to  territo- 
rial scope.  The  provisions  of  War  Food 
Order  No.  120  shall  be  applicable  to  any 
shipment  of  Irish  potatoes  from  each  of 
the  following  areas: 

(1)  The  County  of  Malheur  in  the 
State  of  Oregon,  and  the  State  of  Idaho, 
except  Idaho  County  and  all  Oounties 
north  thereof  in  the  State  of  Idaho;  and 

<2)  The  Counties  of  Crook,  Deschutes, 
and  Klamath  in  the  State  of  Oregon,  and 
the  Counties  of  Modoc  and  Siskiyou  in 
the  State  of  California.

Summary  to  WFO-120  and  WFO  120-1. 

Army  Asks  Additional  Potatoes 

The  War  Food  Administration  has  is- 
sued War  Food  Order  No.  120  to  assure 
adequate  supplies  of  good  quality  Irish 
potatoes  for  American  armed  forces  both 
in  this  country  and  abroad. 

Under  the  order,  effective  December 
11,  1944,  shippers  of  potatoes  grown  in 
certain  areas  designated  by  the  Director 
of  Distribution  must  offer  them  to  Gov- 
ernment procurement  agencies  before 
making  deliveries  elsewhere.  Quantities 
in  these  areas  not  required  to  meet  mili- 
tary needs  will  be  released  into  commer- 
cial channels.  * 

The  order  will  be  made  effective  first 
by  the  Director  in  the  following  areas: 

(1)  The  County  of  Malheur  in  the  State 
of  Oregon,  and  the  State  of  Idaho,  ex- 
cept Idaho  County  and  all  counties 
north  thereof  in  the  State  of  Idaho;  and 

(2)  The  Counties  of  Crook,  Deschutes, 
and  Klamath  in  the  State  of  Oregon,  and 
the  Counties  of  Modoc  and  Siskiyou  in 
the  State  of  California.  These  western 
shipping  sections  were  chosen  because 
of  their  proximity  to  the  ports  from 
which  overseas  shipments  to  the  Pacific 
fighting  zones  will  be  made  and  because 


potatoes  from  these  areas  are  of  keeping 
quality  especially  suitable  for  export  use. 
The  most  pressing  immediate  need  is  in 
the  Pacific  area  where  U.  S.  armed  forces 
are  expanding  rapidly.  WFA's  Director 
of  Distribution  has  authority  under  the 
order  to  designate  other  areas  from  time 
to  time  if  such  action  is  necessary  to  pro- 
cure the  quantity  of  potatoes  needed  for 
military  use. 

While  the  Nation's  1944  potato  crop  is 
some  25  million  bushels  above  the  10- 
year  ( 1933-42 >  average  production,  the 
production  pattern  plus  abnormal  sea- 
sonal movements  have  left  the  bulk  of 
the  remaining  supply  in  the  eastern 
producing  States.  Maine  alone  has 
about  40  percent  of  the  remaining  avail- 
able quantity.  The  1944  production  was 
estimated  November  1  at  388  million 
bushels  compared  with  the  10-year  aver- 
age of  363  million  bushels. 

Potato  requirements  in  the  European 
theater  of  war  are  supplied  largely  from 
British  or  local  production  in  European 
countries.  Potatoes  grown  in  the  east- 
ern part  of  the  United  States  have  been 
used  substantially  to  fill  the  needs  of 
domestic  military  camps  and  ships  stores. 

WFO  120  is  similar  to  orders  previously 
used  effectively  by  WFA  in  procuring  es- 
sential foods  for  the  armed  services.  It 


operates  on  a  permit  plan  and  has  es- 
sentially the  same  effect  as  a  priority 
for  the  armed  forces  on  the  potato  sup- 
plies in  designated  areas.  It  has  the  ad- 
vantage, however,  of  uniform  treatment 
for  all  shippers. 

Under  the  order,  shippers  in  these  des- 
ignated areas  must  obtain  permits  from 
WFA  before  making  deliveries.  Per- 
mits will  be  issued  on  a  carlot  basis  but 
only  after  Government  procurement 
agencies  have  had  an  opportunity  to  buy 
quantities  needed  at  prices  not  in  excess 
of  applicable  ceiling  prices.  Quantities 
offered  must  meet  the  grades  required 
as  to  quality  and  size,  and  type  and  size 
of  package.  Each  carlot  will  be  con- 
sidered separately  with  respect  to  these 
qualifications. 

Shipments  to  contractors,  furnishing 
dehydrated  potatoes — or  meat  and  vege- 
table products  containing  potatoes — to 
Government  procurement  agencies  are 
eligible  if  the  Director  so  determines,  for 
permits  upon  designation  by  these  agen- 
cies. Shippers  of  certified  and  war  ap- 
proved seed  potatoes  may  apply  to  the 
Director  for  permits  without  making  prior 
offers,  but  they  may  be  required  by  WFA 
to  furnish  evidence  that  the  lot  involved 
actually  is  as  represented  and  that  it  will 
be  used  for  planting  only.

ar  Food  Order  No.  120  was  issued  by  the  War  Food  Administration  December  8, , 
and  became  effective  December  11,  1944.    It  requires  Shippers  in  designated  areas 
to  obtain  permits  f rom  WFA  before  shipping  potatoes  outside  .th&-^reasni)@^Tgnated. 

This  statement,  prepared  for  general  distribution,  is  intended  to  supply  the 
answers  to  some  of  the  questions  likely  to  be  raised  by  the  potato  trade,  t«  wh»m 
the  order  applies.    For  additional  information,  write  to  the  Order  Administrator, 
War  Food.  Order  No.  120,  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Branch,  Office  of  Distribution,  War 
Food  Administration,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

1,    Q.    Why  was  War  Food  Order  No.  120  issued? 


A.  WFO  120  was  issued  to  make  it  possible  for  Government  procurement 
agencies  to  obtain  needed  supplies  of  good  quality  Irish  potatoes 
for  the  United  States  armed  forces — both  in  this  country  and  abroad. 

2»    Q.    What  producing  areas  are  covered  by  the  order? 

A.    At  the  present -time  it  covers  two  western  areas:  ..(1)  Malheur 
county,  Oregon;  and  all  of  Idah»  south  of  Idaho  county;  and  (2) 
Crook,  Deschutes,  and  Klamath  counties,  Oregon;  and  Modoc  and 
Siskiyou  counties,  California.    WFA's  Director  of  Distribution  has 
authority  to  designate  other  areas  from  time  to  time  if  such  action 
is  necessary  to  facilitate  procurement  of  the  quantity  of  potatoes 
needed  for  military  use.  * 

3.  Q.    Is  a  WFA  permit  required  to  move  potatoes  from  one  section  to 

another  within  a  designated  area? 

A»    No,    A  permit  is  necessary  only  when  the  movement  extends  beyond 
the  designated  area. 

4.  Q..   How  long  does  it  take  to  get  a  permit? 

A.    It  requires  only  a  matter  of  minutes.    To  make  the  procedure  as 

simple  as  possible,  WFA  has  appointed  a  deputy  order  administrator 
for  each  of  the  two  areas  already  designated.'  These  deputies  are: 
For  Area  1  —  Sherman  L.  Pobst,  Army  Procurement'  Office,  205 
National  Bank  Building,  Idaho  Falls,  Idaho;  and  for  Area  2  — 
John  F.  lacey,  Army  Procurement  Office,  Klamath  Falls,  Oregon. 
Both  these  men  have  authority  to  issue  permits.

5«    Q.    How  may  a  shipper  obtain  a  permit? 

A.    The  permit  plan  is  inaugurated  for  one  purpose:    To  give  Government 
procurement  agencies  the  first  opportunity  to  purchase  a  given  car- 
lot  of  potatoes.    Here's  what  a  shipper  has  to  do  to  comply  with 
the  order:    Simply  pick  up  the  telephone  and  call  his  area  deputy. 
Describe  to  him  the  carlot  of  potatoes  for  which  a  permit  is 
desired,  giving  the  grade,  quality,  pack,  etc.    While  the  shipper 
fyolds  the  telephone,  the  WFA  deputy  will  confer  with  a  procurement 
officer  (in  the  same  office)  who  represents  all  Government  agencies 
except  WFA.    The  procurement  officer's  answer  will  be  "yes"  or 
"no."    The  deputy  then  issues  a  permit — for  shipment  of  the  potatoer 
to  a  designated  point  and  consignee  if  the  answer  is  "yes",*  for 
shipment  into  commercial  channels  if  the  answer  is  "no."    In  either 
case  a  permit  is  necessary.    If  the  procurement  officer  doesn't 
want  the  potatoes  for  direct  Government  use,  he  may  designate  any 
person  who  has  a  Government  contract  to  furnish  either  processed 
potatoes  or  fcod  products  containing  potatoes,  and  the  permit  will 
be  issued  accordingly.    In  that  event,  however,  the  contractor  must 
comply  with  the  same  purchase  terms  as  those  offered  to  the  Govern- 
ment. 

6.  Q.    Must  the  shipper  await  receipt  of  his  permit  by  mail  or  otherwise? 

A,    Not  necessarily.    When  a  deputy  grants  a  permit,  he  rill  give  the 
shipper  the  permit  number  over  the  telephone.     Thereafter,  depend- 
ing on  the  procedure  found  to  be  most  acceptable,  the  written  per- 
mit will  be  sent  either  to  the  shiDcer  or  to  the  carrier.  In 
either  case,  it  eventually  must  reach  the  carrier  to  make  the 
record  complete. 

In  the  case  of  trucks,  however,  the  written  permit  generally  must 
be  in  possession  of  the  driver.    The  only  exception  would  be  trucks 
operating  on  schedule  as  common  carriers. 

7.  Q.    Does  that  mean  that  a  shipper  must  have  a  permit  before  he  gets  a 

car  or  truck  for  loading? 

A.    No.    Both  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  the  Office  of 
Defense  Transportation  have  issued  companion  orders  to  WFC  120 
authorizing  carriers  to  move  carloads  or  truckloads  of  potatoes 
only  upon  the  presentation  of  a  YfFA  permit  by  shippers,  but  empties 
will  be  furnished  by  arrangements  between  the  shipper  and  the 
carrier's  agent,  as  usual. 

8.  Q.    If  the  potatoes  offered  are  purchased  by  the  Government,  how  is  the 

price  determined? 

A.  The  Government  pays  the  market  price,  but  in  no  evenx  higher  than 
the  ceiling  price  specified  by  the  Office  of  Price  Administration 
applicable  to  the  particular  lot  offered. 
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9.    Q.    Does  that  mean  that  the  potatoes  must  be  inspected? 

A,    Yes.    A  shipper  seeking  a  permit  must  furnish  a  certificate  issued 
by  the  Federal-State  Inspection  Service — or  an  inspection  service 
approved  by  the  Director — showing  the  grade,  quality,  and  size  of 
the  potatoes  offered.    Each  lot  offered  must  be  satisfactory  to  the 
Director  noij  only  -with  respect  to  these  qualifications,  but  also 
with  respect  %o.  the  kind  of  pack  and  the  type  and  size  of  the  con- 
tainer. 

10.  Q.    Are^shippers  of  certified  and  war-approved  seed  potatoes  required 

to  obtain  a  permit? 

A.    Yes,  but  a  permit  may  be  issued  without  a  prior  offer  to  the  Govern- 
ment.   Shippers  of  such  potatoes  may  be  required,  however,  to 
furnish  evidence  to  WFA  that  the  quantity  of  potatoes  involved  is  a 
represented  and  will  be  used  only  for  planting. 

11.  Q.    Who  is  the  Order  Administrator? 

A.    A.  E.  Mercker,  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Branch,  Office  of  Distribution,

To  facilitate  uninterrupted  procure- 
ment of  good  quality  potatoes  for  the 
armed  forces,  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration has  extended  to  Aroostook 
County,  Maine,  the  provisions  of  War 
Food  Order  No.  120.  This  order  pro- 
hibits shipments  of  potatoes  from  the 
area  except  under  permits  issued  by 
WFA,  and  has  been  operating  in  Idaho 
and  parts  of  Oregon  and  California  since 
December  11,  1944. 

Effective  January  31,  shippers  in 
Aroostook  County  must  offer  to  sell  each 
car  loaded  to  a  Government  Agency.  If, 
in  response  to  such  offer,  the  car  is  not 
taken  in  fresh  form  or  directed  to  a 


dehydrator  or  other  processor  having  a 
contract  to  furnish  processed  potatoes 
for  war  use,  a  permit  will  be  issued  au- 
thorizing shipment  in  commercial  chan- 
nels. Offers  to  Government  agencies 
must  be  within  OPA  ceiling  prices,  and 
applicants  must  furnish  inspection  cer- 
tificates. Agents  of  both  WFA  and 
QMC  are  stationed  at  Presque  Isle  to  ex- 
pedite issuance  of  permits  and  to  buy 
supplies. 

The  extension  of  WFO  No.  120  became 
advisable,  officials  said,  because  dehy- 
drators  and  processors  of  various  types 
of  field  rations  and  other  products  con- 
taining potatoes  found  it  increasingly 
difficult  to  obtain  potatoes  in  Aroostook 
County,  Maine.  The  crop  in  the  County, 
about  90  percent  of  the  State's  potato 
supply,  is  larger  than  average,  but  rail- 


road equipment  has  been  inadequate  to 
supply  all  of  the  demand.  Shippers, 
therefore,  found  it  impossible  to  supply 
processors  in  addition  to  their  regular 
customers.  Processors  have  been  un- 
able to  fill  their  requirements  from  other 
producing  areas  where  supplies  are 
smaller  than  usual. 

It  was  pointed  out  also  that  the  strong 
demand  for  potatoes,  coupled  with  the 
unusually  heavy  early-season  disappear- 
ance, is  tending  to  divert  seed  potatoes 
away  from  planting  areas.  This  is  un- 
desirable because  of  probable  unfavor- 
able effects  upon  1945  potato  acreage 
and  especially  upon  yields  per  acre.
